surgery. Ilizarov's apparatus, as U Is now 
universally known, means that fractures no 
longer have to bo put lu plaster costs, and that 
a patient with a broken leg ran even walk and 
lilt heavy objects, llila apparatus ta now used 
both in Ihe USSR and In many other countries. 
Ilizarov has also conns up with solutions to a 
number of balding medico] problems, such as 
shaping bones as required nnd regulating their 
growth. He has devised other rnmplex opera- 
tions, very often employing the purely bloodless 
method not only in hospitals, hut also at out- 
patients' departments. 


NEW SHIPS DEFY ICE SHEET 


An early spring has brought 
convoys or ships lo the Far 
North. Navigation has started 
twenty days earlier than usual 
at the Chukotka port of Egve- 
kinot. The motor vessel. ‘Nizh- 
neyansk", has cast anchor in the 
port after making Its way 
through the Ice sheet of the 
Arctic. 

' Egvekinot Is the second port 
of call for the 'Nizhneyansk". 


It hss managed to make the 
journey without the aid Cil an 
Icebreaker. 

This voyage has Inscribed a 
new page In the chronicle of 
Arctic development. The "Nlzli- 
neyensk" ts Ihe Efrst ship in the 
history of navigation to dispense 
with the services of au Ice- 
breaker on the Chukolka route. 
It belongs lo the reinforced ice- 
breaking class of ships being 


built for this country In Finland. 
These ships can navigate by 
themselves through the pack-ice 
of the northern latitudes. Cap- 
able of carrying any cargo, they 
have an air-cushion platform 
which enables them to be un- 
loaded without any special port 
facilities, an all Important 
factor In the Far North. 

This year crews In the Far 
East hava begun to deliver 


cargo a month earlier then last 
year to the coastal villages an 
the Chukchi Peninsula. Loaded 
with barges, tractors, and other 
machines the motor vessel, “Vi- 
tya Sit ni Isa", has set off from 
the port of Provldenlya on Hs 
first voyage along the coast of 
Eastern Chukolka. There are 
many other ships on their way 
to the Chukolka shores. 

Pilots and hydrologists from 
the ice survey department help 
them chart l heir routes towards 
the northern ports.

There is one more imporleui 
point: there will he lever new 
enterprises In 1883 despite lUe 
growth in capital In vest- 
ment.

Vladimir FEOKTISTOV 


Artist Vladimir Peokllslov, 
now 37, took lo drawing at the 
age of four and decided lo be- 
come an artist a year later, a 
professional choice admittedly 
few oi us make at such a tender 
age. 

Born in Gtidermea, the "gate- 
way to Transcaucasia", the 
second largest town in the 
Checheno-lngush Autonomous 
Republic, he studied at a Da- 
gestan art school and at the 
graphics department of the 
Moscow Pollgraphy Institute. 
Arter his army service he 
returned lo his hometown. 

There over a period ol 15 
years he did nearly 300 paint- 
ings. While obviously In- 
fluenced by his favourite artists 
Pieter Brueghel and the Geor- 
gian self-taught painter Nlko 
Plrosmanishvili, he still retains 
an originality all of his own. 

Feoktlstov mainly concen- 
trates in his work on the com- 
plex relatlonshi ps between 
modem man and nature, the 
reward to be had when nature 
is treated well — and the dis- 
advantages of treating trees, 
birds and rivers badly.
